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ADDRESS BY MAJOR SHELDON S. CARROLL 
A.N.A. CONVENTION BANQUET, AUGUST 20 

Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen. 

This is one of the happiest moments of my life, because I find myself 
among so many good friends. When I use the word “friends” I don’t mean just 
acquaintances but real, honest-to-goodness friends. Since arriving in New 
York City to attend this, our first, American Numismatic Association Con- 
vention, my wife and I have met with nothing but friendship, kindness, 
courtesy and good fellowship. 

I feel that, by having asked me to speak this evening, you have paid a very 
high tribute, not only to me but also to the organization of which I have 
the honour to be the President, namely the Canadian Numismatic Association. 
I assure you. Colonel Moss, that the officers and members of the C.N.A. are 
deeply grateful for this wonderful evidence of the friendship and cooperation 
that your Association has shown to ours ever since we came into being just 
three years ago. This spirit of neighbourliness has been an inspiration to us 
during the difficult days that always face the launching of a new organi- 
zation. May this spirit continue, and grow to the mutual advantage of our 
two Associations and for the good of numismatics in North America. 

I wish to take this opportunity to convey to you, the officers and members 
of the American Numismatic Association on the occasion of your Annual 
Convention, very warm and sincere good wishes from the officers and members 
of the Canadian Numismatic Association. We wish the A.N.A. continued 
success and prosperity through the years to come. 

I wish to thank from the bottom of my heart, Martin Kortjohn and his 
Committee for their wonderful cooperation in making possible the very 
successful meeting of C.N.A. members which was held yesterday morning. 
I wish also to thank Colonel Moss for his announcement that such a meeting 
will be a part of future A.N.A. Conventions. 

We, Canadians and Americans, are indeed fortunate to be privileged to 
live in two countries which have such a long record of good relations as 
those which prevail between Canada and the United States. Not long ago the 
Canadian Minister for External Affairs, the Honourable Lester B. Pearson, 
when speaking on this subject, warned the people of our two countries that 
our good neighbourliness was not something which could be taken for granted. 
In order to maintain it, we must be prepared to do something about it. During 
the years since World War II we have seen too many examples of what can 
happen to nations who have taken their blessings for granted. I would like 
to think that the science and hobby of numismatics has contributed, in some 
small way, to this brotherhood of Canadians and Americans; and I would like 
to think that through the spirit of cooperation which has been developed 
between the C.N.A. and the A.N.A. we are doing something tangible and real 
about ensuring the continuance of these good relations. 

Many reasons have been put forward as to why Canadians and Americans 
get along so well together. One of the more novel explanations is illustrated 
by a little personal anecdote that I would like to tell. Three years ago when 
I was serving as the Executive Secretary of the Industrial Defence Board of 
Canada, I had occasion to journey to your nation’s capital, Washington, D. C. 
I had gone to the White House to pay a call on Dr. John Steelman, the Presi- 
dential Assistant, who at that time was the Acting Chairman of your National 
Security Resources Board. The conversation eventually swung around to the 
subject of U.S. -Canada relations, and an official of the National Security 
Resources Board, a retired cavalry colonel from Missouri, said: “Wal, I think 
that one reason why Canadians and Americans get along so well together is 
because they both tell and laugh at the same lousy jokes.” I assure you that 
I will try not to improve nor jeopardize our good relations by telling any lousy 
jokes this evening. 

Prior to World War II there was no national numismatic organization in 
Canada. There were a few local clubs in such centres as Montreal, Toronto 
and Winnipeg and from coast to coast there was a scattering of collectors. 
However, no other cities had a large enough concentration of collectors to 
result in the formation of local societies. 

This wide scattering of the hobbyists was probably the chief reason why 
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no national organization developed. While this situation had for many years 
worked to the disadvantage of Canadian numismatics, it resulted in a gain 
to American numismatics. Canadian collectors, looking for a broader fraternal 
association, and Canadian numismatic writers looking for broader fields for the 
dissemination of their work turned south of the border and became enthusi- 
astic members in and workers for both the American Numismatic Association 
and the American Numismatic Society. Several Canadians were numbered 
among the original membership of the A.N.A. and a small but active group 
has been included ever since. It is interesting to speculate on what might 
have happened had there been a Canadian Numismatic Association back in 
1911 when Mr. W. W. C. Wilson of Montreal purchased The Numismatist. 
However, the manner in which that excellent magazine has been edited and 
published during the past 41 years has amply justified Mr. Wilson’s gift to 
the A.N.A. I am proud to mention at this time that the present editor, Stuart 
Mosher, who has maintained the high quality of The Numismatist since 1945, 
is a Canadian by birth. In relation to the size of the total A.N.A. member- 
ship the Canadian representation has been small but the number of offices, 
which have been so generously conferred on Canadians, has been quite con- 
siderable. Joseph Hooper of Port Hope, Ont. and Ludger Gravel of Montreal 
both served as Vice-Presidents. Mr. Hooper was the first Canadian to be 
elected to the Presidency, an office that he held for three years from 1899 to 
1901. I do not think that I need remind any of you that Doug Ferguson was 
elected Second Vice-President in 1939 and President in 1941, filling a two- 
year term until 1943. 

On two occasions the A.N.A. has seen fit to hold its Annual Convention in 
Canada, in 1909 and 1923, both in Montreal. It is my sincere wish that the 
time is not too far distant when we in Canada will again be in a position to 
extend an invitation to the A.N.A. to enjoy Canadian hospitality. Nothing 
would be more indicative of the great friendship that prevails between our 
two associations than the holding of a joint A.N.A.-C.N.A. convention. 

In the early days Canadian collectors were interested in American numis- 
matics and American collectors were interested in the Canadian field. Proof 
of this is to be found in the auction catalogues of the early dealers. A majority 
of the sales held by Tom Elder, the Chapman brothers, Lyman Low, Ed Fros- 
sard and others contain sizeable consignments of Canadian numismatic mate- 
rial. Many American collectors were enthusiastic students of such series as 
the Bouquet Sous and bidding for scarce and rare varieties was very keen; 
in fact many of these pieces brought higher prices than they do today. 

Canadian names appear frequently in The Numismatist as the authors of 
articles covering many fields, in addition to Canadian. A few of these names, 
familiar to many here this evening are: Dr. E. G. Courteau, R. W. McLachlan, 
Joseph Hooper, Fred Broom, R. L. Reid, Basil Hamilton, S. S. Heal, William 
Butler, Dr. L. A. Langstroth and Judge W. A. D. Lees. In more recent years 
we find the names of J. D. Ferguson, Fred Bowman, Leslie C. Hill and others, 
appearing at fairly frequent intervals. 

American writers also have made valuable contributions to Canadian 
numismatic literature. The names of Ed Frossard, Wm. F. Dunham, Jeremiah 
Gibbs and Lyman H. Low come immediately to mind in this connection. 

Immediately after World War II, Canadian numismatics experienced a 
revival on a scale not previously seen in Canada and for the last five or six 
years it has continued at a steady pace that has been a never-ending source 
of amazement and satisfaction to all Canadian numismatists and those inter- 
ested in Canadian numismatics. 

I have been asked on several occasions to explain what has caused this 
great resurgence of Canadian numismatics. This is not easy to do. I am con- 
vinced that it was due to occur sooner or later in any event. Interest in the 
hobby had been increasing slowly and steadily but with few outward signs. 
Undoubtedly there were factors and inffuences that served to accelerate this 
revival and new growth. I would like to mention some of these contributing 
factors. 

In 1947, Wayte Raymond published the second edition of his “Coins and 
Tokens of Canada.’’ For the first time the complete Canadian decimal series 
was listed by dates and a catalogue value placed on each date. In the same 
year Fred Bowman’s “Decimal Coinage of Canada and Newfoundland’’ 
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appeared in The Numismatist. This scholarly work, based on careful research, 
added new interest to the Canadian decimal series — a series that had been 
much neglected by early Canadian collectors. At the same time further inter- 
est in the decimal series was created by several coin dealers who devoted 
more space in their auction catalogues to detailed listing of Canadian coins 
than had been the case for many years. These three factors contributed a 
very great deal to the new interest in Canadian numismatics. 

The natural result of the steady increase in the ranks of Canadian numis- 
matists was the growing desire for a national numismatic organization. The 
lead in this was taken by the Ottawa Coin Club which was founded in 1949. 
This group took in 1950, what turned out to be a historic step, when it 
sponsored the formation of the Canadian Numismatic Association. The results 
have exceeded the highest hopes and fondest dreams of the founders. The 
Association has prospered since its inception and during the less than three 
years that it has been in existence it has grown to be one of the larger 
numismatic organizations in the world. The active membership now stands 
at roughly four hundred Canadian numismatists and those interested in 
Canadian numismatics. 

We are proud of the fact that nearly fifty percent of our members are 
citizens of the United States. A great many of these are also members of 
the A.N.A. 

This of course is not entirely a one way street. The A.N.A. Membership 
Directory, published in 1951, includes the names of 78 Canadians, most of 
these are also C.N.A. members. Since the publication of this Directory others 
have been added and I believe that the number would now be very close to 
100. But that is not enough and we of the C.N.A. are going to see what we 
can do about persuading more of our members to join the A.N.A. As I just 
mentioned a moment ago, a large number of A.N.A. members belong to the 
C.N.A. But the number there is also not enough and I assure you that we 
of the C.N.A. are going to do something about that too. 

Further evidence of the growth of Canadian numismatics is to be found 
in the happy situation where Canadian numismatic literature is again being 
published, in Canada. The year 1951 saw the publication of “The Catalogue 
of Canadian Coins, Tokens and Fractional Currency” by J. E. Charlton; 
“Canadian Banks and Bank-Notes — A Record” by C. S. Howard and a 
twenty-three page article entitled “The Coinage of Canada” by G. R. L. 
Potter in The Canadian Banker. At long last the Dominion Government is 
giving some recognition to the importance of Canadian numismatics. This 
is largely due to the efforts of Dr. W. Kaye Lambe, the Dominion Archivist 
and an Honorary Vice-President of the C.N.A. The numismatic collection 
which has been housed for many years in the Library of Parliament has been 
moved to and combined with the collection of the Public Archives of Canada 
where it is under the care and supervision of Mr. L. P. J. Brunet, the Honorary 
President of the C.N.A. 

There is one very important point that I wish to get across this evening. 
If I succeed in that I will feel that I have accomplished a great deal. The 
Canadian Numismatic Association has been organized to become the national 
association of Canada, just as the American Numismatic Association is the 
national association of your country. However, I wish to emphasize that this 
will not detract in any way from the importance of the position of the A.N.A. 
to Canadians and Canadian numismatics generally. At the present time the 
C.N.A. has a mimeographed bulletin which serves the needs of its members. 
We hope, and are planning, to have a printed magazine as soon as our finances 
and the size of our membership justify it. But it will be many years before 
we can have an outstanding publication of the calibre of The Numismatist. 
It will always be desirable for Canadian material to appear in that excellent 
publication. 

The American Numismatic Association has, through the years been the 
backbone of numismatics on this continent. By its contribution to Canadian 
numismatics the Canadian Numismatic Association will add to the strength 
of numismatics in general. The C.N.A. fills a need for Canadian collectors 
that only a national association can fill. It will never supplant among 
Canadian numismatists the broader role filled by the A.N.A. By working 
together, our two Associations can accomplish great things for numismatics 
in our two countries. We of the C.N.A. would not consider having it otherwise. 
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THE 1952 A.N.A. CONVENTION SALE 

To some extent this year’s Convention Auction represented a new departure 
from the ordinary run of A.N.A. Sales. First, it was the fruit of collaboration 
between four New York coin firms, this being made necessary partly by the 
enormous quantity and diversity of material handled, and partly by the desir- 
ability of having each series handled by specialists in that series. Second, the 
amount of material actually offered was immense — unprecedentedly so.’ To 
my knowledge, this is the biggest coin sale of American material since the 
Jenks sale (1921); few other sales have ever matched it in size, and even less 
in quality. (I can offhand recall about five comparable ones: the two Bache 
sales, held by Woodward in 1865; the Holland sale, 1878; the five-part Dr. 
Anthon sale; and the Jules Fonrobert sale, held by Adolph Weyl in Germany.) 
Third, the formidable total of 4880 lots necessitated holding two auction ses- 
sions after the Convention had formally closed. Fourth, the catalogue itself 
was more elaborate than any other such production I have ever seen or heard 
of. Not in plates, or in quantity or quality of coins offered; but in the abundant 
extra information offered. I need only mention the cents, patterns, private 
gold patterns, Leshers, colonials, and Canadians to prove this. The catalogue is 
a veritable textbook. 

All of the above represents what has undoubtedly been a very costly experi- 
ment. Whether it was a successful one will perhaps be shown by the prices 
realized. Whether its success will be of real significance may perhaps be shown 
at future A.N.A. Conventions. 

The first session began with an assortment of foreign gold and silver coins, 
mostly going to the order. The first selection of U. S. material started to 
attract the attention of floor bidders, who were rapidly starting to fill the 
Skytop Room. Almost every other American item went to a fioor bidder. A 
common Massachusetts cent, R.IO-L uncirculated, sold for $16. A 1792 Half 
Disme, VG, brought $65; a mint (but lacquered) 1914-D cent, $36. The half- 
dollars attracted intense fioor activity. A 1794, only VG, brought $51; a fine 
1802, $32; an uncirculated 1806, $35. The last bust type coin, the 1839-0, 
brought a staggering $42. Some of the proofs went high; 1841, $60; 1850, $32. 
The 1846 over lazy 6 realized $61; the 1870-CC, $71. A small offering of ancients, 
going mostly to mail bids, separated this from the next U. S. group, the Searle 
consignment. Here an 1804 G-1 half-cent, described as uncirculated, sold cheap 
at $20 (record, $24 in XF.); an 1856 proof half-cent, common die, realized 
$43; the 1793 7-F cent, $145. The transitional dime and half-dime without 
mention of UNITED STATES, brought respectively $210 and $94, the former a 
record. A 1796 dime went at $80; 1796 quarter, $160; first of three proof 
1895 dollars in the sale, this one cleaned, $125. (The other two brought $140 
and $150.) A few goldpieces went high, the 1915-S $20 realizing $82.50. A 
few Swedish silver coins sold at estimate prices and better, setting the stage 
for the unusually fine offering of numismatic books, mostly on Americana. 
These got off to a slow start, but soon ran almost entirely to fioor bidders, 
many at close to estimate price. Notable exceptions were the Earle and Par- 
sons catalogues, which brought $37.50 each, and the Maris with plates, at $36. 
The complete set of AJN only realized $172.50 — a bargain. This first session 
ended with a small lot of medievals and a few odds and ends from the H. K. 
Downing estate. I especially recall a rare half-cent, 1804 G-11, setting a record 
at $21 (sold to a collector called “Lamb”), and one lot of 64 Jersey coppers, 
estimated at $65, realizing an astonishing $100 after unusually active fioor 
competition. 

Canadian coins and tokens started the second session. The 1670 Five Sols, 
listed low but rarely offered, brought $30; several early jetons brought up to 
$45. Two prime Side View pennies went for $72.50 and $80. The set of three 
Anse Canot tokens brought $100, and the unholed 1820 Beaver token, $102.50. 
Though some others went reasonably, the whole series excited much interest. 
After the Canadians, a small selection of ancients was high-lighted by the 
Syracusan dekadrachm at $1750. Various European consignments followed, 
attracting much fioor interest. A double taler of Ferdinand I brought $130. 
The set of proof Indianhead cents sold for $525. Colonel Lathrop's Lincoln 
cents aggregated over $265; a set of trimes, $375. The late half-dollars broke 
most existing records. A 1917-S (obv.) sold for $230; 1919-D, $115. A weekly 
struck 1919-S brought $280, and I understand that a late bid sheet offered 
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$357.50 for this coin. The 1920-D sold for $135; 1921, $107.50. The commem- 
oratives were high but not record-breaking. Following Hine's Greek silver, 
Col. Lathrop’s silver dollars stood up well, though the prices showed that not 
all the collectors followed Boender’s rarity ratings. 1795, B-1, went on the 
floor for $125. 1797 B-1, $51; 1798 B-1 and 2, respectively $57.50 and $54; B-4, 
11 and 31, respectively $39, 30 and 39. 1799 B-3 and 23. $41 each. 1800 B-11, 
$45; 1802, B-6, mint, $85. Later dollars also went high. 1836, AW44 — a restrike 
— $287.50; 1838 plain edge (another restrike), $675. The 1851 original realized 
$455; 1858, $200. An 1877-CC trade dollar brought $36. Most proofs went high. 
In Zug’s quarter eagles, the twice holed 1848 CAL. went to a Baltimore 
collector for $40. The Mint assay medals went as sleepers. 

Monday evening was for many collectors the high point of the auction, 
as the Downing collection of cents was its crowning feature. The first lot 
offered, a VF-35 Chain AMERI., went to “Jester” for $240. Of the seventeen 
1793’s offered, fifteen sold on the fioor, and ten of these to “Jester.” (It was 
rumored all over the floor that this code name covered Dr. Sheldon’s able rep- 
resentative.) The highlight was a C.IO-I at $350. The Liberty Caps sold well, the 
12-K realizing $140 — $40 over estimate, $50 over book value, and $65 over its 
previous record in the Newcomb sale. The 1793’s brought over $4750 — nearly 
$800 over book value. The H-1 realized $150; H-3 (S18b), $155; H-10, finest 
known, $280; H-31, $250; H-46, $185; H-55, finest known, $340 -$100 over book 
value; H-57, $190: Most of these prime ’94’s went to some four or five specialists 
and two dealers. The only complete set of ’95’s ever offered went well. The 
two common plain edge varieties, mint, realized $100 and $105 — both going 
to “Corral.” The first reeded edge cent went for $130 — nearly double book 
value. “Jester” purchased the unique lettered edge Jefferson for a trivial 
$650. The 1796 Liberty Caps, another outstanding group, also made records. 
The uncirculated S-88 went to “Jester” for $500; “Gem” — in whom we recog- 
nized a well-known dealer — bid $365 for the S-90, another finest known. Start- 
ing with the 1796 Draped Busts, a fioor bidder named “Iron” woke up and 
fought successfully for most of the top coins. Several 1797’s sold well over 
estimate, among them a S-126, AU-50 for $90; S-134, AU-50, for $115; S-139, 
perfect MS-70, estimated at $85, for a staggering and incredible $240, this 
last going to “Corral.” 

Many 1798’s went to fioor bidders, the most popular items being “type” 
coins. The barely fair 1799/98 with obverse break sold for $37.50; the highly 
touted 1799 for $875 — to “Iron.” The 1800’s continued this pace, some going 
well over estimate. A mint S-202 brought $265 — more than double estimate, 
and almost three times book value. One of only two known 1801 NC-2’s, only 
VG, realized $240. 1802, S-225, went for $110; NC-1, $90. A common 1803 
(S-253), with mint lustre, estimated at $50, brought $130. The 1804 went at 
$155. A mint 1810, S-283, went for $80 — nearly double the estimate. Dr. 
Sloss, specialist in patterns and the like, obtained the rare 1810 white metal 
restrike for $52.50. The 1811 finest known went to “Gem” for $210. Two 
altered dates (at $23 and 16!) closed the Downing Early Dates; the session 
ended with a large consignment of gold and platinum coins, mostly Italian 
and Russian. A damaged 8-ducat piece of Peter the Great realized $325; a 
platinum 12-roubles of 1840, $610. 

The Downing Late Dates came up on Tuesday afternoon in the “Specialist’s 
Session.” Almost all of them sold on the fioor, the majority well over esti- 
mates. “Gem” bought the 1817 15-stars variety at $28. The common Randall 
Hoard 1818 realized $7 — double estimate. 1820, N-1, $33; N-14, finest of four 
known, $80. 1821, proof, $290 - to “Gem,” and a record. The 1822 A-9, $70; 
the 1825 N-3 and N-7, respectively $52.50 and 55. 1827 N-12, $50. 1831 N-3 
proof, at $107.50, to “Manning” — buyer of most of the above. 1835, N-5, $35. 
1841, proof, $70. 1842, proof, $135; actually one or two additional specimens of 
this variety are known in proof more than were mentioned in the catalogue, 
one of these being in A.N.S. All the late proofs went at $52.50 and up. The 
unlisted 1843 — only one or two others are known to me — brought $40; the 
1848 N-18, $45; the 1848 small date (a counterfeit; the Cogan-1871 pedigree 
has been since verified) $195. The fantastic climax of the Downing Late Dates 
was a proof 1857 N-5 which brought an unbelievable bid of $190 — from “Gem.” 

After the cents, Don Searle’s ancients and foreign coins provided a slight 
respite. Next was a fine group of Colonials. The Willow Tree Shilling went 
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for $180; the holed Willow Sixpence, $135. Various other Massachusetts pieces 
brought from $5 to $150, the latter for the unlisted threepence. A silver Mark 
Newby realized $40; the rare lettered-edge Kentucky, $47.50; Chalmer’s Three- 
pence, $80; NON VI VIRTUTE VICI, $117.50; the brass 1776 Dollar, $280, and 
the CONFEDERATIO, $300. The Roman Bust Washington brought $240, and 
the Peter Getz half-dollars $135 apiece. A set of two-cent proofs sold for $360 
— to a dealer. The three essais illustrated on Plate 28 brought respectively 
$52.50, $42 and $67.50. Later on, one medal of Adolf Hitler sold for $140 to an 
anxious floor bidder named “Prize.” 

A proof 1854 Trime brought $80; 1855 proof, $62.50. The Mercury Dimes 
went exceptionally high. The 1916-D hung up a record at $130; the 1927-D, 
$110. A huge Longfellow medal sold for $275. The session concluded with ^ 
collection of 52 Leshers. Never a popuar item, these all went to the order 
except nine, in a tomb-quiet Skytop. The quiet exploded, though, when the 52 
pieces were offered as one lot at an advance over $2810.50; a well-liked 
dealer carried them off Anally at $3200, an average of $61.50 each. 

The A.N.A. Sale concluded with the two Thursday sessions. The first 
of these comprised only crown-sized pieces, including the Rumbel collection 
of early dollars. This latter assortment made up in quantity (and variety) 
what it lacked in quality; one of the largest offerings in years, they did quite 
well considering the mediocre condition of many of theni. Most went to 
dealers, but several rare varieties were snapped up by specialists. A 1795, 
B-10, brought $59; B-12a, $67.50. The rare 1797 B-2, only Fine, realized 
$77.50; 1798, B-17, XF, $67.50. The common 1836 proof, $140; the 1851 restrike, 
$210; 1921 Morgan proof, $40. This session ended with a lot of trade dollars. 
An impaired 1873 proof was knocked down for $27.50; 1877-CC, EF, for 
only $18.50. 

The appropriately named “Midnight Session” (it broke up at 12:05 A.M.) 
was rumored in advance as a failure, but did surprisingly well, being perhaps 
slightly spiced up by the byplay between the auctioneer and a stubborn group 
of collectors who liked the far right corner of the auction room. The Oriental 
gold coins created an unexpected amount of floor activity. The succeeding 
consignment of Americana included a holed Half Disme of 1792 at $22.50, a 
rare 1795 half-dollar (B.19aGb) at $72.50 (to “Bar”), and a Heart Cut Dollar 
of Martinque at $61. The Chinese coins were followed by an interminable lot 
of U. S. gold. Of the nearly 300 pieces offered, these being ordinary dates in 
mediocre condition, less than one sixth aroused any floor attention at all. Some 
fear had been expressed before that the overwhelming amount of medium 
priced material would swamp the buying market; this fear seems to have been 
justifled in the case of common date gold in ordinary condition, though the 
Early Bird Session consignment proved that really top-grade material still 
is in demand. 

Various odds and ends followed the gold, 1950 proof sets in lots bringing 
as much as $5 each. Most of the Brunswick multiple talers and German pat- 
terns went to the book. Floor excitement began again with the next large 
group of American items. An 1887 proof set sold for $75; the 1807 plain edge 
quarter, unique, for $52, and the 1872-CC quarter, $76. Common patterns went 
unexpectedly well, with a few exceptions. The aluminum Stella, about 150 
times as rare as the gold one, brought only $137.50; the Co-metallic piece, only 
$29 — a sleeper. Almost all of the Territorial Gold patterns elicited floor action, 
in silver, $150 — from the same dealer. The ingots went surprisingly high. The 
$3.04 OWYHEE bar sold for $180; the huge S. F. Mint ingot, $132.50. The so- 
called Confederate dime, $95. The sale ended with several consignments of 
Latin-American coins, many of which went to floor bidders, usually below esti- 
mate. 

The A.N.A. Convention sale, from all I can learn, grossed well over $100,000. 
Over 800 bid sheets were mailed in, and 342 floor bidders attended. About 
4000 catalogues had been printed and distributed at a total cost of over $10,000. 
Altogether, this was probably the greatest sale ever held at an A.N.A. Con- 
vention. Its officers are to be congratulated on the choices they made which 
brought this into being; its cataloguers are to be congratulated on the extra- 
ordinary result. And the consignors and bidders alike should know by now 
just how successful this experiment in auctions of a new type has been. The 
catalogue speaks for itself. 
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SIDELIGHTS OF THE 1952 A.N.A. CONVENTION

Some collectors go to the Annual 
Convention of the American Numis- 
matic Association to sell or swap 
coins (or yarns), some go to get away 
from their families for a week or two 
(or take their families with them), 
some go because they have itchy feet 
and anything is a good excuse, and 
others go to meet old friends and 
make new ones. All kinds were at the 
Statler this year, and it was their own 
fault if they didn’t have a good time! 
The Committees in charge, headed by 
Martin Kortjohn, and ably backed up 
by a dozen hard-working New York- 
ers, planned and executed a bang-up 
Convention. Martin and Oscar Schilke 
(the man with the Smile) and Maxie 
Schwartz (Perpetual Motion), were 
constantly on the go, never having 
time to sit long enough to warm the 
seat of a chair. The Committee had 
not arranged any specific entertain- 
ment, but in New York there is a 
great variety of things to do and 
places to go. Arrangements had been 
made to secure a 33%% discount on 
all sight-seeing tours, and there were 
three splendid exhibits to see among 
other things.

The sharing of ideas is very profitable 
if you act upon those applicable to 
your own situation. 

H. Beresford Smith, the president 
of the Orders and Medals Society of 
America, was in consultation with col- 
lectors of Orders, Decorations, and 
Medals from early until late each day. 
Although his home is in New York, 
he moved into the hotel for the du- 
ration in order to be available. You 
should have seen Leonel Panosh’s 
chest expand when Anna Merle 
Panosh walked off with the First 
Place Cup in Orders and Decorations. 
Speaking of the displays, another ex- 
hibit of great interest, and very un- 
usual, was that of many varieties of 
counterfeit currency displayed by the 
Secret Service. We saw John and 
Opal Morris studying them intently, 
so perhaps you folks in lil’ ol’ Alabam’ 
had better watch your change!

BOURSE DEALERS WELL PATRONIZED

Guerrilla Currency Never Repudiated 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

The following item on Guerrilla 
Currency of the Philippines, appeared 
in the August 18, 1952 edition of the 
Daily Mirror. It definitely proves that 
the issue was never repudiated and 
that which is outstanding is still 
worth face value. 

“Senate blue-ribboners today 
deputized Dr. Mauro Baradi, as- 
sociate counsel, to look into the 
reported grant of a power of at- 
torney to an agent of a finance 
department official for the re- 
demption of P50,000 in emergency 
notes, purchased at 60 per cent 
discount in Visayan provinces. 

“The agent, whose identity is 
known to the senate probers, has 
his sphere of operations in the 
provinces of Iloilo, Cebu, Rom- 
blon and Bohol. According to a 
confidential report received by the 
senate investigators, he collects 
the value of the notes on the 
strength of mimeographed power 
of attorney certificates issued by 
the scrip-holders. 

“Former Senator Alejo Maba- 
nag, chief of the blue-ribbon legal 
staff, said that he would also con- 
tact Senator Carlos P. Garcia (N) 
who recently denounced similar 
operations in his native Bohol, for 
concerted action against emer- 
gency notes traffickers.”

Private Production of Gold Coins 

The Swiss Federal Tribunal on Au- 
gust 19 refused the extradition of two 
persons arrested in Switzerland on 
a charge of producing sovereigns, 
French napoleons, and Mexican gold 
dollars in Italy. The defense main- 
tained that the coins produced had 
the same weight and fineness as real 
coins. The Court’s decision was, how- 
ever, based on its interpretation of the 
1929 international convention on 
counterfeit money, according to 
which, only that which is legal tender 
can be regarded as money. Extradi- 
tion was rejected on the ground that 
sovereigns, napoleons, and Mexican 
gold dollars are no longer legal ten- 
der in Britain, France, or Mexico. 

The decision has caused some con- 
cern in London, because it would seem 
to follow that anyone can produce 
sovereigns in Switzerland and put 
them into circulation with impunity. 
The judgment appears to be based on 
the contention that, since under the 
exchange regulations U. K. residents 
are not permitted to own sovereigns, 
these cannot possibly be used as legal 
tender. The exchange regulations do 
not, however, in themselves rule out 
the technical possibility of using sov- 
ereigns as legal tender. British resi- 
dents who may come across forgotten 
hoards, or gain possession of sover- 
eigns to an authorized dealer at the 
current price. They would not be de- 
barred, however, from using the sov- 
ereigns to repay overdrafts at their 
face value of 20 shillings per piece. 
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Perez Collection in the News 

We were pleasantly surprised on 
opening the August 24, 1952 edition 
of the magazine section of the Manila 
Chronicle, P.I., to find our old friend 
Dr. Gilbert S. Perez pictured along 
with many of the historical coins 
from his famous collection. 

The accompanying article, unlike 
many such feature articles, was inter- 
esting as well as accurate. In all it 
covered about three pages which is a 
lot of space for any newspaper to give 
to numismatics. The coins illustrated 
date back to B.C. 336 and as recent as 
1951. Most of them are historical por- 
trait coins but Dr. Perez could not 
resist including a small lot of “Dos 
Mundos,” or Pillar Dollars. Nor 
could he resist showing a piece of 
Guerrilla currency issued in Cagayan 
Province during the Japanese occu- 
pation. 

For a collector who lost most of his 
coins to the Japanese, Dr. Perez has 
made remarkable progress on this, 
his second collection.

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Obituaries 

ADOLPH A. WEINMAN, SCULPTOR 

Adolph Alexander Weinman of New York, one of the country’s most 
widely-known sculptors and designer of the standing Liberty half dollar of 
1916 and the winged Liberty head dime introduced in the same year, died 
August 7, 1952 in Port Chester Hospital after suffering a heart attack. He 
was 81 years old. 

Born in Karlsruhe, Germany, son of a shoemaker, he was sent to the 
United States in boyhood to make his home with a relative who was a grocer. 
After attending public schools, where he showed talent in drawing and model- 
ing, he took a job carving mirror frames, ivory pistol grips, mother-of-pearl 
powder boxes and meerschaum pipes in a small studio. Later he attended 
Cooper Union and studied in the class at the Art Students League of Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, who was so impressed with his talents that he offered to 
make him one of his assistants. Mr. Weinman decided however, to open his 
own studio in New York. 

He erected the Lincoln Monument, Hodgenville, Ky., Lincoln’s birthplace, 
and the Lincoln Monument in Madison, Wise. He designed and executed the 
“Fountain of the Tritons’’ on the grounds of the capitol of Missouri in Jeffer- 
son City and the monument of Maj. Gen. Alexander Macomb in Detroit. 

Mr. Weinman, who belonged to what is usually termed the “Beaux Arts,” 
or conservative school of sculpture, was but little influenced by the less 
orthodox forms and was equally at home in small or large design. He 
created the design for the Victory Button worn by persons who had served 
in the United States armed forces in the first World War, and the United 
States medal for lifesaving on railroads. 

At the Museum of the City of New York the figures of Alexander Hamilton 
and DeWitt Clinton on the front of the building are the work of Mr. Wein- 
man. Statues and busts that he created form part of the permanent col- 
lections of the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York and in other large 
art museums throughout the country. - S. M.

untimely death on June 2, 1952, of Harry Paul Roman, born in Butler, 
Oklahoma, and for many years a prominent resident of Pomona, California, 
was shocking news to his many friends in the Orange County Coin Club of 
which he was member No. 98.

ERNEST R. JOHNSON, A.N.A. NO. 9710 

The many friends of Ernest R. Johnson, for 20 years a resident of Santa 
Ana, California, experienced a great loss with his death on May 1st, 1952, at 
the age of 64. He was one of the early members of the Orange County Coin 
Club, No. 53, and until recently attended its meetings regularly when he 
was not traveling in pursuit of his duties as a scout for the Boston Red Sox 
baseball team. Ernie Johnson was a baseball figure for 45 years, having 
played for three major league clubs, St. Louis Browns, Chicago White Sox, 
and the New York Yankees, with whom he played during the Babe Ruth 
era. In 1923 he played in the world series, making the winning run that 
took the series from the Giants. In 1945 he saw his son, Don Johnson, play 
in the world series for the Chicago White Sox, which made them one of the 
three father-son combinations that have played in the great sports classic. 
As a scout for the Boston Red Sox, Ernie Johnson pointed with pride to his 
success in finding and sending to this team the great Ted Williams, Dom 
DiMaggio, Bobby Doerr, Johny Pesky, and a dozen others. 

In his travels Ernie Johnson became interested in coins and acquired 
a substantial collection of gold and proof coins, some of which came as gifts 
from his many friends in the baseball world.

and the center of the enemy, with Sobieski in the center and his son 
James on his left and the Duke of Lorraine on his right. 

The Turks, in spite of their desperate fighting were overpowered 
by this fierce onslaught of the Poles and the whole Turkish army was 
broken up and destroyed. The rout was complete and Vienna was saved. 

Sobieski was very much in love with his wife and whenever he was 
away on a campaign he would write to her practically every evening. 
To us, I think the most interesting of all his letters is the one in which 
the conqueror gives an account of his victory. 

Let me quote for you a few paragraphs from this letter: ‘Tn the 
tent of the Vizier, Monday night, September 13th.'' “Sole joy of my 
life, charming and well beloved Mariette:" “God be forever blessed! 
He has given the victory to our nation ; a victory without equal in past 
ages. The Turkish camp and artillery, with infinite riches, have fallen 
into our hands. The approach to the city and the surrounding fields are 
covered with the slain of the Infidel army, and the rest are fiying in 
consternation." 

“The Vizier in his flight has abandoned all, taking with him only 
his horse and the garments upon him. I am his heir, for the greatest 
part of his riches has fallen into my hands." 

“Advancing with the front rank, and driving the Vizier before me, 
I met one of his servants, who led me into the tents of his private court ; 
these tents alone cover a space as large as the city of Warsaw or Leopol. 
I seized upon all the standards and ensigns which are usually borne 
before the Vizier. As for the grand standard of Mahomed which he 
himself intrusted to Mustafa’s care, I have sent to the Holy Father (Pope 
Innocent XI) by Talenti. We have, besides, many rich tents, superb 
equipages, and a thousand other beautiful toys. I have not yet seen all, 
but they far surpass in magnificence what we found at Chocim. Four 
or five quivers alone, set with rubies and sapphires are valued at several 
thousand ducats." 

“You cannot say to me my heart, as the Tarter women do to their 
husbands, when they return empty handed; you are no warrior, for 
you have brought me nothing; only he who fight in the front rank 
returns with booty.” 

“The Emperor is at the distance of a mile and a half from the city: 
he is descending the Danube in a boat; but, I perceive he has no great 
desire to see me, perhaps through some reason of etiquet. He is anxious 
to reach Vienna to chant the Te Deum, and I most willingly yield place 
to him, for I am very happy to avoid these wearisome state ceremonials."

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army should be ready. “My troops,” wrote Leopold, “are now assem- 
bling; the bridge over the Danube is already constructed at Tulu to afford 
you a passage. Place yourself at their head; however inferior in number, 
your name alone, so terrible to the enemy will ensure a victory!” 

Because of his past victories over the Turks and Tartars, Sobieski’s 
fame as a great warrior was universal and his name was dreaded by 
the Turks.

Sobieski was aging, he was then 54 years old, and he had grown 
heavy — heavy indeed, for it was common knowledge that he had to be 
helped on his horse. Mustafa and his Turks were confident that he 
would never take the field. Even his own allies, who had offered him the 
leadership of the combined armies, hardly expected him to accept. But 
on arrival of the Emperor’s message, he saddled his horse and hastened 
forward to Vienna with a few thousand horsemen leaving the main 
body of his army to follow. 

The Christian army amounting to some 70,000 men, assembled 
at the summit of the mountainous Calemberg. Gazing down from the 
heights their eyes beheld a dazzling sight — on the right of the Danube, 
Vienna stretched before them and the brilliant tents of the Turks over- 
spread the plain before the city. 

Sunday, the 12th of September, 1683, was the important day that 
was to decide whether the Turkish Crescent was to wave over Vienna. 

On this eventful day Sobieski began the battle early in the day. 
The accurate use of the Polish artillery prepared the field for the 
assault against the Turks. 

We cannot follow the various developments and the many bloody 
combats of the day, sufficient to say that the final assault was made by 
a whirlwind cavalry charge which the Turks had never been able to 
withstand. This final assault was made simultaneously on the wings 
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JOHN SOBIESKI, LIBERATOR OF VIENNA IN 1683

Constantinople fell to the Turks, under Mohammed II, in 1453 and 
thereafter for a few centuries the Turks were constantly raiding the 
lands of Poland and other European countries. 

In 1683 the Turkish grand Vizier, Kara Mustafa, embarked on a 
plan of action which involved more than an attack on Poland. He 
planned the conquest of the whole central Europe. His first blow was 
aimed at Austria. 

As Mohammed took Constantinople so would Mustafa capture 
Vienna and clear the way to a Turkish Empire extending as far north 
as the Baltic. 

Kara Mustafa had gathered some 300,000 men at Constantinople 
and opened the proceedings with a feint at Hungary. Duke Charles 
of Lorraine was thereupon dispatched with 30,000 troops to meet him, 
when the Turks suddenly turned and headed straight for Vienna. 

Lorraine also turned back to make preparations for the defense 
of the city. 

The inhabitants were in a state of confusion and terror. On the 
night before Lorraine’s return the Emperor Leopold, with his whole 
court, had abandoned the city to its fate. 

The city was not well prepared for resistance, surrounded with an 
extensive suburb, the fortifications were dilapidated and the garrison 
unequal to its defense. 

Everything was in an excited state of confusion, some people were 
hurrying from the country to the capital as an asylum ; and many others, 
followed the example of their cowardly Emperor in fleeing from a place 
which seemed doomed to destruction. 

The arrival of the Duke of Lorraine at Vienna effected in some 
measure a recovery of equanimity and in conjunction with Count Star- 
emberg, the brave governor of the city, he hastily prepared for a siege. 
The fortifications were rapidly repaired, and the able-bodied citizens 
were called on to assist in the defense. 

Finally Lorraine left 8000 of his own infantry to reinforce the 
garrison and with his cavalry rode out across the Danube to harass 
the movements and to interrupt the communications of the Turkish 
army, as much as possible until a relieving force should arrive. 

Kara Mustafa appeared before Vienna on July 14, 1683 and pro- 
ceeded at once to the investments of the city. 

Meanwhile urgent messages were being sent to John Sobieski who, 
at Cracow, was busy preparing his army. Lorraine sent messenger 
after messenger to hasten the Polish king and his army to action. He 
sent reports of the increasing success of the siege and of the weakening 
efforts of the defenders. 

The Emperor himself, in despair at the imminent fall of his capital, 
pressed Sobieski to set out for Vienna without waiting until all of his 
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WEISSMANTEL, the Erfurt mintmaster, was allegedly a party to the arrange- 
ment, which helps explain why Ringleben, like its predecessor, Denstedt, 
and its successor, Mittelhausen, produced no coins. The three were way 
stations for silver enroute to Erfurt Mint. 

RONNEBURG, a small town six miles east of Gera, site of a proposed Alten- 
burg kipper mint which was never gotten into operation. 

ROSSLA, site of yet another abortive Altenburg kipper mint. Herr Von 
WOLFRAMBSDORF installed mint machinery in Rossla Castle prior to 
September 10, 1621, but no coins are known to have been struck here. 

SCHKEUDITZ, a Saxon bracteat mint. 

SCHUEUSINGEN, the mint at which Electoral Saxon kipper coins for Henne- 
berg were struck. They bear the Henneberg arms, a hen, as a central 
device. 

SCHMOLLN, site of an Altenburg kipper mint. The mint, erected early in 
1621, was directed by Basche (Pasche, Paschalis) HACHENBERG at least 
until midsummer of that year, and is last mentioned on February 9, 1622. 
Although coins were undoubtedly struck at Schmolln, none are known 
today owing to our ignorance of their distinguishing characteristics. 

STREHLA, a Saxon bracteat mint. 

TORGAU, one of the principal cities of Electoral Saxony. For some years it 
was believed that 16th century electoral coins marked with a T were 
struck at Torgau, but this has been conclusively disproven. 

WEISSENFEL.S, a Saxon mint during the groschen and kipper periods. Forrer 
also alleges that it was a mint in the late 17th-early 18th centuries, but the 
statement is apparently not correct. See S.Q. in Part I. 

ZELL.A ST. BLASn, site of a proposed Weimar kipper mint which never 
became active.

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Denstedt, began installation in the summer of 1621. Unexplicably, before 
any coins had been struck the mint equipment was moved to Ringleben. 

DUBEN, a Saxon kipper mint. 

ECKARTSBERGA, a hamlet some fourteen miles northeast of Weimar, which, 
in the time of Landgrave Albrecht of Thuringia, is alleged to have served 
as a mint. The village is again mentioned in an electoral patent of July 3, 
1621, by which Bernhard HILLARD was granted farming prerogatives 
over a mint to be established there. The project apparently fell through. 

FREIBURG a.d. UNSTRUTH, a Saxon kipper mint. 

FRIEDEWALD, a town in Sayn-Altkirchen, a state which Johann Wilhelm of 
Saxe-Eisenach, later duke, had inherited from his mother. Johann Wil- 
helm’s 1692-93 Sayn-Altkirchen series was minted there. 

GOMMERN, a Saxon kipper mint. 

GRIMMA, a Saxon bracteat mint. 

GROSSCHIRMA, a Saxon groschen mint circa the 14th century. 

GRUNHAIN, a Saxon kipper mint. 

JENA, a mint during the bracteat period. 

JUDEWEIN, a small village near Posneck, some twelve miles northeast of 
Saalfeld. On February 7, 1622, Martin ECKHARD, already overseer of the 
Saalfeld mines, was appointed superintendent of the mints at Judewein 
and Lehesten by the Altenburg government. David WOLCKE, the Alten- 
burg mintmaster, was named mintmaster at Judewein, and Vincenz WILL 
became farmer of the mint on March 26, 1622. The kipper sands had run, 
however, and no coins appear to have been struck here. 

KELBRA, a small town some 32 miles north of Erfurt which ostensibly served 
as an electoral kipper mint. Actually, the mintmaster, Christian GER- 
LACH, also master of the mint at Quedlinburg, used Kelbra as a front for 
trading in silver. As purveyor to the Dukes of Brunswick, Gerlach bought 
silver in Saxony and sold it to his employers. No coins were struck here. 

KLEINSCHIRMA, a Saxon groschen period mint. 

KRAHWINKEL, site of a proposed Weimar kipper mint which was never 
gotten into operation. 

LANDSBERG, said to have been an early mint of the margraves of Meissen. 

LEHESTEN, a small town situated approximately ten miles S. by E. of Saal- 
feld which was proposed as the site of an Altenburg kipper mint. The 
mint was created on paper on March 21, 1621 as a branch of Judewein 
Mint. Martin ECKHARDT, the mine overseer from Saalfeld, was to be 
administrator, while Georg GROSS, mintmaster at Grafenthal, and Hans 
TREUTTER, mintmaster at Neustadt a.d. Orla, were to have been in 
charge of coining. Lehesten had been conceived too late in the kipper 
period, however, and produced no currency. 

LEISNIG, a Saxon kipper mint. 

LICHTENBERG, a Saxon kipper mint. 

MITTELHAUSEN, a village designated as the site of a Weimar kipper mint. 
The same three Erfurt merchants who had previously obtained permission 
to set up a mint at Denstedt and Ringleben removed the assets of the 
latter mint to Mittelhausen without explanation during the Christmas 
season of 1621. No steps were apparently ever taken to strike coinage at 
any of the three mintplaces which merely served as excuses for obtaining 
patents to deal in silver and copper. Mittelhausen served as a collecting 
point in Weimar territory for silver destined to the Erfurt mint. 

MUNSA, site of a purported Altenburg kipper mint. Bornemann says that 
Munsa is not mentioned in any contemporary mint patent. 

OELSNITZ, a Saxon mint of the groschen period. 

OSCHATZ, a Saxon bracteat mint. 

RINGLEBEN, a village some ten miles northwest of Erfurt which was the site 
of an inactive Weimar kipper mint. It was established by the same three 
Erfurt tradesmen who had founded the Denstedt mint which they aban- 
doned before moving to Ringleben. 
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Because of the confusion, even a well directed guess is quite likely to 
be far wide of the mark. Nevertheless, it seems worthwhile to mention 
that the privy mark of Nicol HAUSMANN, mintmaster at Freiberg 
1492-99, is unknown, and that the output of “starred” currency during 
those years was sufficient to be worthy of Freiberg. Hausmann, whose 
mint was in his home on the Peterstrasse, was father to his successor, 
Hans Hausmann. 

After 1500 the five-pointed star might denote Schneeberg Mint under 
Andreas FUNCKE although Funcke’s known mark is the “Crescent Moon 
and (five-pointed) Star” (No. 29). This statement is based on the goodly 
number of mules in existence with the star on the obverse and Augustin 
HORN’S clover leaf on the reverse, apparently struck about 1500, which 
indicate that someone, probably at Schneeberg, was using up Horn’s old 
dies. 

73. THREE STARS. Said to have been the personal mark of Johann Georg 
BREYER, master of the Brunswick city mint 1675-85. The three-star 
symbol appears on the 1675 series of Madgeburg-Saxe-Weissenfels coins 
struck at Wolmirstedt, a town in Prussian Saxony about ten miles north 
of Magdeburg. Inasmuch as Breyer also struck currency in 1673 for 
Magdeburg, it would appear that he might have been mintmaster at 
Wolmirstedt circa 1673-75. See I.G.B. 

74. FOUR STARS. Alleged by Bornemann to denote Lucka Mint on undated 
Altenburg kipper coinage. See “L” encircled for history. 

75. STAR IN BRACKETS. Supplementary mark of Nikolaus STREUBEL, 
mintmaster at Annaberg 1542-45.

76. MORNING STAR. Urban OSANN, mintmaster and engraver at Anna- 
berg 1530-39, died 1544. From 1530 until 1533 Osann was Duke Georg’s 
(Albertine) mintmaster in Annaberg. From the latter year until 1539 
he was mintmaster for the joint currency of both Ernestine and Albertine 
Houses struck in the city. 

His mark, which appears 1533-40, was often so crudely made that it 
resembles an oak leaf. The morning star, in actuality, is an iron mace 
or club. 


PART THREE 

An alphabetical list of Saxon mint towns or reputed mints about 
which thus far little or nothing has been said. Their omission to this 
point is due mostly to lack of sufficient information to tie them in with 
individual coins, and I include them now merely as a starting point for 
further research. No purely local mint such as Mittweida has been 
incorporated knowingly. 

BELGERN, a Saxon bracteat mint. 

BITTERFELD, a Saxon kipper mint. 

DELITZSCH, a Saxon kipper mint. 

DENSTEDT, the proposed site of a Weimar kipper mint. Three Erfurt busi- 
nessmen, Johann ZIEGLER, Heinrich DORBECKE, and Bendix ERHART, 
who had been patented by the ducal government to set up a mint in 
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enough to take full credit for his work, and had the facilities of a good 
sized mint behind him. 

With the attributes of Master ‘‘Star’s” position so defined, one can 
begin to search for his mint and his name. The mint was without doubt 
in the territories of Ernst and Albrecht (Saxony-Meissen) and not in 
Thuringia. Although Wilhelm of Thuringia is mentioned on the reverse 
of most of the “star-marked” groschen, the coins themselves are his 
nephews’ horngroschen. Wilhelm minted only swordgroschen in Thurin- 
gia during the whole period. 

In 1464-69 Leipzig Mint, Freiberg Mint, and Colditz Mint at least were 
open. Others may have been, but Annaberg, Buchholz, Schneeberg, and 
Zwickau definitely were not since none of them had been founded yet. 
The privy marks of Funcke at Leipzig and Schwalbe at Colditz are known, 
but no one, to my knowledge, has ever linked Hans ARNOLD, listed by 
Forrer as mintmaster at Freiberg 1465-88, to any symbol. Hess, in the 
Penzig catalog, does list an undated swordgroschen with the “Triple 
Clover Leaf” mark (No. 31) as having been minted at Freiberg, but it 
was of the type which appeared in the Electorate in 1464-65, and its dies 
could well have been cut in 1464 by someone other than Arnold. 

The possibility that the star might be Arnold’s mark is enhanced 
through the process of elimination. Only four marks appear on the 1465-69 
coinage of Meissen-Saxony, that of Funcke at Leipzig, that of Schwalbe 
at Colditz, the star presently under discussion, and a clover leaf which 
only occurs as late as 1466, and that infrequently. The first two, there- 
fore, are known, and the fourth is alleged by Goetz to denote Augustin 
HORN, leaving only the third for Arnold. Since Freiberg, in that era, 
was one of the most important mints in Saxony, situated in the midst of 
a rich mining district, and since Forrer does list Arnold as mintmaster 
there from 1465 on, indicating that the mint was in operation, it only 
seems logical to presume that the star does signify Arnold. 

If the foregoing presumption is correct, it should be corroborated by 
the existence of later coins bearing the same symbol, and this is exactly 
the case. Several varieties of half and whole spitz-groschen are found 
with the star, dated 1475. Hess leagued the mark with Freiberg in 1906 
(Kneist sale). Although he later reversed his ground (Penzig sale, 1929) 
and attributed the same coins to Schneeberg, this bit of confusion can be 
ignored since Schneeberg Mint was not opened until 1477. The 1906 attri- 
bution then stands alone, and would appear to doubly corroborate my 
thesis linking Arnold in Freiberg with the star mark. Consequently, until 
someone else produces a better documented explanation, I shall continue 
to assume that Hans Arnold, mintmaster at Freiberg 1465-88, used a six- 
pointed star as his privy mark. 

Goetz also lists a Nicol SAUERMANN as mintmaster at Freiberg 
circa 1476, but I have not seen his name mentioned elsewhere. 

2. The six-pointed star mark appears again frequently on dated and 
undated coinage struck between 1486 and 1500, but is so inextricably en- 
tangled with the contemporary five-pointed star mark that I list it there. 

3. Freiberg Mint on undated “Bonnet-thaler” pieces struck between 
1507 and 1525, according to Merseburger. 

4. Nikolas STREUBEL, mintmaster at Annaberg 1542-45, died 1545. 

5. Andreas ALNPECK, mintmaster at Freiberg 1546-56. From 1554 Aln- 
peck substituted an “Eagle’s Head” (No. 4) for the star. 

72. FIVE-POINTED STAR. 'This mark appears occasionally on currency of 
Meissen and Saxony from the late 14th century on, occurs most fre- 
quently on dated and undated coinage struck between 1486 and 1525. Most 
of the time it is thoroughly confused with the six-pointed star mark, 
partly by way of indefinite catalog listings which merely read “star,” 
and partly through the appearance of coins with a five-pointed star on 
one side and a six-pointed one on the other. From the promiscuity with 
which both are used, especially 1486-1500, I would assume that both types 
might have been the privy mark of one man during that period, and that 
the number of points varied at the diecutter’s whim. 
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70. TWO STARS. A mintmark which occurs on undated Saxon coins circa 
1465-69 and circa 1486-87. No one has ever attributed it to any particular 
mint insofar as I am aware.

71. SIX-POINTED STAR. 1. Thi«: mark, which appears on the coins of 
Meissen and Saxony intermittently through the 14th, 15th, and 16th cen- 
turies, is attributed by Goetz, to “Consantin” FUNCKE at Leipzig on cur- 
rency struck between 1464 and 1469. Goetz must have confused the first 
name of Conrad (Curt) Funcke, Leipzig mintmaster 1462-78, since 
throughout his work he refers only to Constantin. Assuming this to be so, 
we can discount the possibility of there being two Funckes working 
simultaneously at Leipzig. However, Conrad Funcke's mark at Leipzig 
was the “Cross in a Square” (No. 11), according to recent opinion, and it 
seems dubious that he would have employed two privy symbols at the 
same time in the same mint. To my mind, this rules out Funcke com- 
pletely. 

With Funcke’s name removed from Goetz’ assertion, the mark is still 
assigned to Leipzig Mint, an attribution in which Hess (Penzig sale catalog, 
page 20) concurs. However, there are certain indications that even this 
feeble remnant of Goetz’ statement might not be correct. In the first 
place, the mark is also occasionally found on the obverse of 1465-68 horn- 
groschen, together with a Colditz mintmark (No. 14) on the reverse. 
Goetz explains this phenomenon by saying that in such cases the obverse 
mark is that of a supervising mintmaster, while that on the reverse sig- 
nifies the striking mintmaster at the place of issue. If this is true, then the 
star must have been the mark of a rather important personage, and not 
merely the privy symbol of one of Funcke’s assistants in Leipzig. This 
impression is furthered by the number of star varieties listed by Goetz, 
and by the frequency with which they occur in later collections, indicat- 
ing that the star’s owner worked fairly continuously, was important 
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60. GS AND A PEAR. Georg STANCE (STRANGE), mintmaster at Pirna on 
electoral kipper coins. Pear in German is hirne, so that the pictorial part 
of the mintmark is a play on the town name. Some authorities contend 
that the monogram is CS for civitas (city) rather than GS for Stange’s 
initials. 

Forrer lists two other individuals who, in a dubious fashion, might 
be identified with the Pirna mintmaster. One Georg STANCE was ap- 
pointed mintmaster at Rostock on July 2, 1620, and was still in office 
in 1623. His privy mark was a crowned heart. A Georg STRENG, pre- 
viously a goldsmith of Schwabach in Franconia, is recorded as mint 
warden at Eckersmuhlen in 1622. 

61. TWO FISHES. 1. Christoph FISCHER at Dresden 1678-86. See C.F. 

2. Gustav Theodor FISCHER at Dresden 1845-60. See F. 

62. PIKE (FISH). Ernst Peter HECHT at Leipzig. See E.P.H. 

63. RING. Ehrenfriedersdorf electoral kipper mint. 

64. ROSETTE OF SEVEN POINTS. Mark of the second unknown mint- 
master at Camburg, an Altenburg kipper mint, late in 1621. See C.B. for 
history. 

65. SL WITH ANTLER AND HUNTING HORN. The antler and hunting 
horn symbol was privy to Reinhard (Richard) JAEGER, kipper mint- 
master at Leipzig “prior to 1621,” according to Forrer. Inasmuch as the 
mark appears as late as 1622 on Leipzig-struck coins, it would seem that 
either Forrer erred in the date, or that Leipzig Mint adopted Jaeger’s 
mark for the duration of the kipper period. The 1929 Adolph Hess sale 
catalog of the Penzig collection attributes the mark to Jaeger himself 
on a 1622 piece, which seems most likely. Any succeeding mintmaster 
would more than probably have shown his own privy symbol, and only 
Jaeger's is known. 

Jaeger, a native of Einbeck, was appointed mintmaster at Crossen 
in 1621, according to Forrer, in conjunction with Basilius BERNHARD. 
Holding this post would not have precluded him from simultaneously 
being farmer of Leipzig Mint. He was incarcerated at Crossen on October 
31, 1623 with Jacob JAMNITZER and other colleagues. They were re- 
leased in 1624, but Jaeger failed to obtain appointment as mintmaster at 
Ratibor in 1625, possibly because of his “record,” though such things 
counted for little in that day. 

The SL which accompanied his mark is allegedly bastard Latin for 
Civitas Lipcemis (i.e. Sivitas). 

After closure of Leipzig Mint at the end of the kipper period (circa 
1623, the city was not utilized again as a coining site until 1669 despite the 
presence of several “city (mint) wardens,” among whom figured Con- 
stantin ROTHE. 

In 1669 Jonas ZIPFEL (See H.I. for information) established and 
farmed a mint in the “Petersthore” at Leipzig. There he struck currency 
for the Mark of Meissen of different denominations than were in normal 
use in the remainder of Saxony. These coins bear no mintmarks, but are 
distinguishable by their legends. The experiment proved unsatisfactory, 
and was discontinued. Petersthore Mint was closed on January 30, 1670. 

66. THREE TOWERS. Kipper mint at Langensalza, a small town in Electoral 
Saxony some eleven miles N. by W. of Gotha. It had also been a mint 
during the groschen period, and is especially mentioned in 1490 when 
Elector Friedrich III the Wise caused 1700 marks weight of silver to be 
coined there (1000 in groschen, 550 in pfennigs, and 150 in hellers). The 
Langensalza mintmark of that era, however, is unknown. 

67. WOODEN SHOE. Leopold HOLZSCHUH, the l£ist regular mintmaster at 
Annaberg. Holzschuh is said to have been warden at Annaberg 1545-50, 
and mintmaster there 1550-58, but his mark is found only on coins dated 
1554 and later. Annaberg Mint was closed from 1558 until the beginning 
of the kipper period in 1621. 

68. ANCHOR. Anton Bernhard KOBURGER 1663-75. See A.B.C. 

69. STAR. 1. Private mark of Georg HAUTSCH until 1712. See G.H.

54. HOOK. 1. Saalfeld Mint 1572-77. 

Hess lists a J. NEBELTHAU as mintmaster at Saalfeld in 1575. 
Inasmuch as Georg (Jorg) Nebelthau was mint-superintendent (the next 
rung up the ladder) at Saalfeld, according to mint records of 1581, 88, 
and 98, 1 believe it safe to assign this mark to him. 

Coins of 1577 also frequently bear a “lazy” K, said to denote either 
Anton KOBURGER the Younger, or Hermann CAPPLAN (KAPPEL, 
KAPPLAN), the mint-warden. Hess terms this symbol a “half star,” 
but the K theory, besides being more convenient, would seem more 
probable. If the mark is the letter K, it likely stood for Kapplan rather 
than the Younger Koburger, since the latter is not mentioned elsewhere 
in conjunction with Saalfeld Mint.

56. THREE HOOKS. Johann (Hans) ZIESSLER (ZISSLER, ZIZLER, etc.), 
mintmaster at Eisenach from December, 1620, until summer, 1622. Ziessler 
was simultaneously farmer of the Eisenach kipper mint at Ostheim. See 
E for Eisenach Mint history. 

Before coming to Eisenach he had been mintmaster to Count Rein- 
hard zu Solms 1614-16, in the service of Bishop Wilhelm of Worms, and 
later, mintmaster for “six years” (1616-20???) to Counts Christian and 
Wolrath of Waldeck. After leaving Eisenach, Ziessler was mintmaster at 
Kulmbach 1622-23, and Neumarkt am Sulz (Upper Palatinate, Bavaria) 
1623-24 (or for “three years” as Forrer says on another page), at Breslau 
1627-37, and master of the Sagan mint under Albrecht von Wallenstein 
(Waldenstein), Duke of Friedland, 1628-30. He farmed these last two 
mints in conjunction with his brother-in-law, Hans JACOB (H.I.), and 
the latter’s son, Hans Heinrich Jacob (HHI). Young Jacob actively served 
as Ziessler’s lieutenant in both projects, his father being occupied at the 
Dresden mint. 

Ziessler was a native of Molsheim in the bishopric of Strassburg. 
His father, Heinrich Ziessler, had been mintmaster at Strassburg under 
Bishops Johann Von Manderscheid and Carl von Lothringen (Lorraine). 
Hans Z. died at Breslau in 1637. 

Other signatures of Ziessler were H.Z., I.Z., and Z., although he does 
not appear to have used them on Saxon coins. 

57. HORN. Probably Benedict SCHEUNER, mintmaster of the Altenburg 
kipper mint at Grafenthal 1621-22. See G.T. 

58. LION. STOCKMAR at Eisenach 1788-1835. See JL-ST. 

59. ORNAMENTAL “X.” Wittenberg, the old capital of Electoral Saxony, 
which served as a mint circa 1507-40. 

Forrer alleges that Fritz MEIDEBURG was mintmaster at Witten- 
berg and Stolberg 1431-32, but the town is not mentioned elsewhere as 
having been a mint during that period. 
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to 1755, with only very few specimens of the years 1756 and 1757. A 
similar distribution of dates may be observed in the smaller denomina- 
tions of the pillar type, except an unusually large number of half reales 
as late as 1762. 

One can readily surmise the reason for hiding this treasure which 
coincided with a most hectic period of Philippine history. As a conse- 
quence of the Seven Years’ War in Europe which lasted from 1756 to 
1763, an English fleet surprised Manila on September 27, 1762. The 
hostility which resulted was accompanied by burning and looting as 
natural of most wars. The British navy occupied Manila until March 
13, 1764, but during the occupation a resistance government under 
Spanish Governor Simon de Anda was established outside of Manila 
resulting in continuous clashes between the two warring factions. On 
top of these troubles Philippines in several provinces revolted against the 
Spanish rule. 

Due to the insecurity of the time, it is no wonder that fearful resi- 
dents tried to conceal their most valued possessions some of which for 
some reason have remained hidden these two hundred years. Although 
this report included only silver coins it is not improbable that some 
gold coins and other valuables are included in the hoard which the 
Anders refuse to divulge. The contemporary value of the hoard may 
be gleaned from the fact that the usual daily wage of a laborer at this 
time was about one real. 

There have been many other coin hoards discovered in various parts 
of the Philippines but to our knowledge this is the first to be actually 
studied and the largest in quantity. At the time of writing more speci- 
mens from the buried treasure still come to light. Furthermore, other 
collectors have acquired a few samples which are not included in this 
report.

It will be noted that among the pillar dollars the year 1744 is not 
represented. This fact confirms the common observation among local 
collectors that no importation of 1744 dollar ever reached the Philippines. 

Three varieties of the 1754 dollar first identified by Perez^ are 
included among the pillar dollars. They are as follows: 

1754 MF with the royal crowns on both pillars — 25 specimens. 

1754 MF with the imperial crown on the left pillar and the royal crown 
on the right pillar — 4 specimens. 

1754 MM with imperial and royal crowns as in the preceding — 11 speci- 
mens. 


It will be noted from Table 7 that only four specimens of the 
4 Reales denomination were encountered in the entire hoard. This find- 
ing shows that this denomination was not much used during this period 
and confirms the scarcity of this coin in the Philippines. 

In addition to Mexico, the other mints represented in the hoard 
are as follows :

As to be expected the milled pillar dollars and their smaller denom- 
inations are found to be in excellent state of preservation. After remov- 
ing the foreign incrustation most of them look as if they just came 
out of the mint. Each pillar dollar weighs precisely 27 grams, except- 
ing only the 1738 specimen, which is badly worn and corroded and 
weighs only 24.5 grams. Of the small denominations there are a large 
number of perforated coins viz: six of the 2 reales, thirty-nine of the 
1 reales and fifty-one of the half reales. These were either employed as 
arrhae in church weddings or used for personal adornment. 

The composition of the hoard shows that two hundred years ago 
the Philippines used almost exclusively coins manufactured in the New 
World, particularly at the mints of Mexico City, Guatemala and Lima. 
The mother country is represented by a single half real piece which tends 
to show that very few coins came from distant Spain. It must be 
remembered that at this time transaction between Spain and the Philip- 
pines was effected by way of Mexico, the direct route via the Cape of 
Good Hope being hardly used. Furthermore, the rich silver and gold 
mines of America supplied most of the currency needs of Spain and her 
vast dominions. 

A study of the dates shows that the hoard was buried in or after 
the year 1765 which is the latest date found in the minor pillar coins. 
The greatest number of pillar dollars, however, bore dates from 1746

The weight of the minor cob pieces is very variable. Specimens 
of 2 Reales picked at random range in weight from 4.5 to 7 grams. The 
1 Real pieces weigh an average of 2.7 grams only. It is noted that some 
coins marked *'2'' for two reales weigh only as much as one real. Of 
the half real coins there are a few tiny pieces that weigh only half of 
what they should weigh. These are either badly clipped or they are in 
reality quarter real denominations. The loss of weight noted in most 
cobs confirm the unholy practice common at this time of clipping and 
paring coins to obtain silver. 

The hoard under present study contains numerous coins of the 
“Dos Mundos” (Two Worlds) type, the 8 Reales denomination which 
is commonly known as the “pillar dollar, or “piece-of-eight.’' The 
combination of cobs and round coins in this hoard shows that they 
circulated during the period of transition when both cobs and round 
pieces were legal tender and the production of milled coins was not of 
sufficient amount to replace the undesirable cobs. 

The distribution of the coins of the pillar type included in the 
hoard is shown in Table 7.

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The nine cob 4 Reales are all of the type struck in Mexico, a few 
showing the mint mark Mo but none shows the date. They follow the 
usual pattern of Mexican cobs above mentioned and are also very irregu- 
lar in shape. They weigh 14 grams each. 

The cob 2 Reales numbering 297 pieces are of the type struck in 
Mexico. They are irregular in shape, very variable in weights and are 
much worn out from use. Only a few show dates and other pertinent 
data as shown in Table 4.

Eight of the above cob reales have perforations showing that they 
served some purpose other than spending. 

The cob half Reales also from Mexico numbering 61 pieces show 
a different design on the obverse, namely the crowned monogram of 
King Philip V. The few pertinent data obtainable are shown in Table 6.

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of Spain. They are in excellent state of preservation, polygonal in shape, 
thicker and less irregular than the Mexican cobs, and weigh uniformly 
27 grams each. The mint mark consists of the letter ‘‘G’* before and 
after the date. The only assayer’s initial found if “J” which shows on 
the reverse of most of the coins. See Table 3.

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the foundation of a new building. The jar which contained the coins 
was struck by a crowbar and discarded by the workers who did not 
realize its historic value. The treasure fell into the hands of several 
persons who understood only its metallic value and sold most of the 
silver to be melted. It is claimed that one of them had in the beginning 
about forty pounds of silver coins but only ten remained unmelted when 
interviewed. 

It is rather difficult to get the facts behind this hoard as the finders 
for some reason are reluctant to give a detailed account of it. It is 
evident, however, that the coins had been buried for many years judg- 
ing from the hard coating of earth covering most of them and the 
green incrustation of metallic compound which covers some of them in 
spots or over a large area. The crust is not unlike the hard green patina 
of ancient coins. One can believe that they were placed in a container 
judging from the excellent state of preservation of most of them but 
the jar was probably not very tight or else it was broken as shown by 
the presence of soil incrustation on most of the coins. 

A total of 2590 silver coins weighing 15.6 kilograms or 34.3 pounds 
by scale were assembled in this study. The general composition of the 
hoard is shown in Table 1.

The Mexican cob 8 Reales follow the usual design for King Philip V 
of Spain, showing on the obverse the crowned arms of Spain superim- 
posed by three Bourbon fieur-de-lis in the center, and on the reverse 
a fioreated equilateral cross with castles and lions at the angles. They 
are very irregular in shape and thickness and weigh from 26.5 to 27 
grams each. See Table 2.

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BURIED HOARD IN MANILA’S WALLED CITY

INTRAMUROS, the Spanish name for Walled City, is the oldest 
district of Manila located at the south bank of the Pasig River and com- 
prising an area of about one square mile. When the Spanish conquerors 
came in 1565 it was already a thriving community protected by wooden 
palisades from alien and Moro pirates. Here the Spaniards started the 
nucleus of what is now Manila, capital of the Philippine Republic, many 
times the size of the original settlement. For a more effective protection 
against invaders the Spanish authorities in 1594 built a strong masonry 
wall around the entire area, hence its name Walled City. Within the 
walls were placed all government buildings, official residences, colleges, 
monasteries, and massive churches of great beauty.

The Walled City has been the victim of numerous and devastating 
catastrophes including large fires, earthquakes, typhoons, wars, etc. 
Buildings have been razed and rebuilt time and again with each disaster. 
From the recent Battle of Manila in 1945 which completely razed the 
City to the ground it has not yet recovered even a fraction of its former 
image. 

The reconstruction of this area has caused buried hoards to appear. 
One which fortunately chanced our way provided an unusual opportunity 
for numismatic study. Although I was not a witness to the discovery 
it is alleged that the treasure was unearthed during the excavation of

courageous and ambitious, who has the time, and ample funds, can now 
have at it! It will be a lot of fun. There are 60 $5’s of $300 face value; 
60 $10’s redeemable at $600; 60 $20’s worth $1200; 60 $50^s at face of 
$3,000 ; and 60 $100’s worth $6,000 at redemption value — a total of 
$11,000 cashable value. Collecting one of each could be a job of ten 
years or so, and the expenditure of at least $25,000 — but acquiring it 
would prolong any man’s life twenty years. If you, gentle reader, feel 
lucky, hop to it! 


The Eight Noble Metals 

Precious or noble metals are so defined because of their beauty, unusual 
physical properties and resistance to corrosion and oxidation. The eight noble 
metals are gold and silver, and the platinum group consisting of platinum, 
palladium, rhodium, ruthenium, iridium and osmium. 
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All blue seals in $50 and $100 denominations are scarce as of this 
writing. Folks do not save back $50 and $100 bills. These notes of high 
denomination have been cashed in, most of them, long ago. Occasionally 
an eccentric’s safety deposit box will yield a hoard — but more times 
than not the notes will be from general circulation, and quite unfit for 
the collector with a discriminating taste for condition. 



Above is shou^n the obverse and reverse of the .$50 Federal Reserve 
Note — this particular one issued by the Atlanta Bank. All banks issued this 
denomination in all signatures and with both the red and blue seals. 


A paragraph is proper here concerning a dangerous counterfeit — 
one that caused more loss to individuals and banks than that caused by 
any other counterfeit — the $100 Federal Reserve Bank note, on the New 
York Bank. Plates for this note were made in Germany. The work, the 
paper, the execution were so perfect that thousands of them flooded the 
United States before they were detected. Even after the minutest details 
on this counterfeit were known, expert money handlers were not sure of 
many $100 bills until Secret Service experts in Washington made deci- 
sions. The story goes that several Federal Reserve Banks accepted these 
bills and did not know of their losses until the Secret Service returned 
many notes marked ‘"counterfeit.” 

The Federal Reserve Notes, series 1914, should, in the years ahead, 
prove most appealing to collectors. Their issuing dates are not too far 
in the past to preclude ultimate possession of all (25 notes from each 
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Since the Burke & McAdoo blue seals were issued for longer than 
five years, none of these should be too difficult to find. The Philadelphia 
and Richmond notes, of all denominations, blue seal, Burke & McAdoo, 
however, are not at all plentiful. 

The Burke and Glass combinations (of course, blue seals) lasted only 
one year, one month, and 15 days (12/16/18 to 2/1/20) — so these notes, 
uncirculated, cannot be too plentiful. There could be some of the twelve 
Banks which did not issue the Burke & Glass notes in all denominations. 
Offhand, I have encountered less of these notes on the following 
Banks: Philadelphia, Richmond, Atlanta, Minneapolis, Kansas City, 
and San Francisco. 



Here is the face and the back of the $20 Federal Reserve Note, also issued 
by the Dallas Bank. Each of the twelve banks issued this denomination 
with all signatures and in the two seals: red and blue. 


Although Burke and Houston were together a shorter period, eleven 
months and three days (2/2/20 to 1/5/21), this combination seems to 
be more plentiful from all Banks in all denominations than the Burke 
and Glass notes. 

The White and Mellon combination is the most often met with from 
all Banks, of all denominations, in uncirculated condition. There are two 
reasons: it is the combination nearest the present time, and it extended 
over the longest period: lacking one day of seven years (5/2/21 to 
5/1/28). But even some of these in perfect condition are hard to locate. 
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As between Federal Reserve Bank Notes and Federal Reserve Notes 
there is very little difference on the reverses. The former has ‘‘National 
Currency, Federal Reserve Bank Note” in two lines; and the latter has 
‘‘Federal Reserve Note” in one line — such lettering being very promi- 
nent. The remainder of the obverse of these two kinds of money are 
identical (see accompanying illustration). 

Here is a table showing portraits on Federal Reserve Notes, series 
of 1914, as compared with portraiture on current small sized currency, 
which first appeared in 1928:

The only portrait change was in the $10 and $20: Jackson was 
advanced from the $10 to the $20, retiring Cleveland, whose portrait 
today appears on the $1,000 note. Hamilton replaced Jackson on the $10 
— having been ‘‘demoted” from the old legal tenders of the 1860’s, where 
Hamilton appeared on the $50 bill. 

The Federal Reserve Notes, series 1914, were issued by each of the 
twelve Federal Reserve Banks from late in 1914 to June 1, 1928. Each 
denomination from $5 to $10,000 was issued by each of the Banks. 
For the larger Banks, particularly those of Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, and Cleveland, the total amount of these notes was 
enormous. Since the redemption department of the Treasury has kept 
no segregated records as to Banks or as to denominations, no definite 
figures on outstanding Federal Reserve Notes of the 1914 series are 
available. It is a fact that these notes are becoming scarcer and more 
difficult to find in uncirculated state as the years go by. Several younger 
collectors are ambitious, and are now at work on this series; and they 
report the supply of choice Federal Reserve Notes is quite limited. 

Far and away the scarcer notes of this series are the red seals — 
first of the issue. These red seal notes were printed during a period 
shorter than a year, and at a time (1913-14) when World War I had 
stopped the import of all the dye for making red ink. The red seals have 
only the one signature combination : Burke and McAdoo. The following 
observations are made from my experience in collecting, over a 30-year 
period, and are backed by no official figures whatever. The fact that my 
residence has been in Dallas, far away from the larger centers, may 
account for some points made here. But we have never seen high plate 
numbers or large serial numbers on any of the twelve Bank’s red seal 
notes, which makes sure of a comparatively small issue. 

Speaking of perfect, uncirculated specimens, we would today class 
as very scarce the following red seal Federal Reserve Notes: the $5’s of 
Philadelphia, Richmond, Minneapolis, Dallas, and San Francisco. The 
$10’s of Boston, Minneapolis, Dallas, and San Francisco are very hard 
to locate. I would class as rare the following $20’s: Boston, Philadelphia, 
Richmond, Atlanta, Minneapolis, and San Francisco. All $50’s and $100’s, 
red seals, of all the banks may safely be classed as rare in an uncircu- 
lated state. 
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Register of the Treasury, the Treasurer; and the Cashier and Governor 
of the issuing banks. This National Currency, issued in two series of 
1915 and 1918 (see Numismatist, August, 1951) by each of the 12 Federal 
Reserve Banks, is in the following denominations: $l’s, $2’s, $5’s, $10’s, 
$20’s and $50’s. 

The smallest denomination of the Federal Reserve Notes (subject 
of this sketch) is $5 and the largest $10,000. The portrait vignettes are 
in the center of the notes. On the top and bottom margins of the face 
of these notes is the wording “Federal Reserve Note.” On the left end, 
balancing off the Treasury department’s scalloped seal on the right, is 
the geographical Regional Seal of the Bank of issue from 1-A Boston 
to 12-L San Francisco. There is only one series, series of 1914, the year 
the Federal Reserve Banks were opened. There are only two signatures

on the Federal Reserve Notes: the Treasurer of the United States and 
the Secretary of the Treasury. From the first appearance of these notes 
in 1914 until they were replaced by the small sized currency, series of 
1928, there were four signature combinations, in this order: Burke and 
McAdoo, Burke and Glass, Burke and Houston, and White and Mellon. 
There were two ink colors in seals of the Federal Reserve Notes, series 
of 1914, red and blue. The red seal came first and lasted less than one 
year, with just the Burke and McAdoo combination. For the next 13 
years all seals were in blue ink. 
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ties placed with the Treasurer of the United States. The Federal Reserve 
Note is a direct obligation of the United States, backed (before the gold 
law of 1933) by 40% gold. In wording and appearance the face of these 
two kinds of money differ widely. The only things identical are the seals, 
serial numbers, and their positions on the notes. The portrait vignettes 
are the same on the same denominations, but in different positions: on 
the left end of the Federal Reserve Bank Notes, and in the center of the 
Federal Reserve Notes. 

The wordings on the face of these two kind of notes are at great 
variance. Being national currency (issued by banks and not the Treasury) 
the Federal Reserve Bank Notes have in the top margin “National Cur- 
rency,” and in the bottom margin “Federal Reserve Bank Note.” The

tion A. Star notes are duplicates inserted by inspectors to replace notes torn, 
smeared, or otherwise damaged in the printing processes. 

most prominent devise is the central position wording, giving the name 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of issue, with its city and its state in sizable 
lettering — the same sort of central lettering that has appeared on 
National Currency (National Bank Notes) since they were first issued 
in 1865. The Federal Reserve Bank notes are truly “bank notes” having 
the word Bank in two prominent spots on the face and in one place on 
the reverse (see below). Each of these notes has four signatures: 
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Differences on the reverses of the Federal Reserve Note and the Federal 
Reserve Bank Note are slight. Top bill is a Federal Reserve Note and says 
so in prominent lettering. Note immediately above is reverse of Federal 
Reserve Bank Note — labeled “National Currency” and the additional line 
“Federal Reserve Bank Note.” 



Here are the four different signature combinations to be found on 
Federal Reserve Notes, series 1914. Burke and McAdoo were the first to 
appear — two varieties: red seal and blue seal. Burke and Glass comprised 
the second combination, Burke and Houston the third, and White and Mellon 
formed the last combination to appear.

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FEDERAL RESERVE NOTES — SERIES 1914

The illustrations of the Federal Reserve Notes which accompany this article, are 
printed bv special permission of the Secretary of the Treasury, and further reproduc- 
tion in whole or in part is strictly prohibited. 

Recently a reputable numismatic dealer asked what Sherlock Holmes 
would have considered an elementary question. “What is the difference,’* 
he wrote, “between a Federal Reserve Note and a Federal Reserve Bank 
Note — please tell me, I am confused!” I had in mind to reply: “As 
much difference as that between a national bank note and a gold cer- 
tificate” — but, then, that would have been smart-alecky! True, there is 
confusion in the minds of some collectors and a number of dealers. But 
the difference between these two kinds of United States currency is 
simple and crystal-clear. 




The difference between a Federal Reserve Note (top) and a Federal 
Reserve Bank Note (immediately above) can be seen with half an eye. The 
top bill is a $5 Federal Reserve Note of the Cleveland Bank; and the bill 
immediately above is a $5 Federal Reserve Bank Note, also on the Cleveland 
Bank. Difference between these two kinds of currency is fully explained 
in the accompanying text. 

The Federal Reserve Bank Note is national currency — identical 
with notes issued by national banks, secured by bonds and other securi- 
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delible impression on this family. Even 
their washwoman named one of her 
many many children Marques Lafayette 
Whaley!
